But apart from the economic aspect of the development of this form 
of the tourist industry, it is recognized that there are enough game birds 
in this country to afford good hunting for visitors as well as for our own! 
people, provided all who participate in this class of sport are governed by | 
the principles of good sportsmanship and are willing to abide by the regu-| 
lations which have been laid down by the governing bodies to ensure the 
preservation of this great heritage in perpetuity for our enjoyment and for} 
their enjoyment. We are willing to share our pleasures with neighbors for | 
whom we have high regard and who, in actuality, are our Allies in a 
great cause,

Matter Of Concern 


The open season for ducks and upland game birds was nicely under way | 
this fall when an item appeared in one of the Western dailies announcing! 
that it had been reported to officials of a provincial sports organization | 
that “in some cases American hunters have been violating rules of sports- | 
manship by slaughtering birds in excess of their bag limits, for which they 
have no legitimate use.” 

The announcement is one which should be of considerable concern to| 
the governments of the prairie provinces, to officials and membership of | 
all organizations devoted to the conservation of game.and wild life, to all 
lovers of wild life and the great outdoors and to the public generally. 

The reason why this concern should be displayed is briefly summarized | 
in the words of an official of one of the game conservation organizations | 
in the second paragraph of the article to which reference is made in which 
he states that “if sportsmen generally adopted such practices, the prairies 
would soon be as devoid of game as were those of the northern states.” 

The spokesman for the organization in question put his finger on the 
crux of the situation, when he inferred that if such practices were allowed 
to go unchecked, the time would come when large numbers of hunters 
would be tempted to flout the game laws and indulge in indiscriminate 
Slaughter and it would not be very long when the game birds of the coun- | 
try would follow the passenger pigeon into oblivion and one of the great- 
est resources of the country would be dissipated. There would no longer | 
be any sport for our own people or for our American cousins. It is un-| 


thinkable that, in this enlightened day such a denouement would be per- 
missible.

For Mutual Benefit 


One cannot for a moment entertain the belief that more than a very 
few of the many hunters who have come to this country to enjoy sport 
would violate Canadian hospitality by indulging in indiscriminate and wan- 
ton slaughter, and it is inconceivable that an unsportsmanlike attitude 
would be condoned by the great majority of their own countrymen. Indeed, 
the game laws and regulations of this country are based on conventions | 
which have been given the seal of approval of the American people as well| 
as those of Canada, That, in itself, is proof that the people of the United | 
States as well as those of this country are anxious that this great heritage 
should be preserved for the benefit of both for all time to come. 

The existence of this great natural resource must not be sacrificed on 
the altar of momentary pleasure of a few selfish or thoughtless individ- 
uals, whether they be resident north or south of the international boundary. 
By mutual agreement the American and Canadian people have so decreed | 
it. Neither must the goodwill and cordial relations which exist between | 
the people of the two countries be jeopardized by heedless actions of a!

Nazis Endeavoring To Stamp 
Every Spark Of Nationality 
The hand of Hitler falls heavily on 
occupied Poland. By harsh decree} 
and prison camp, Germany is en- 
deavoring to stamp out the _ still 
glowing sparks of Polish nationality. 
By forced labor, she is endeavoring 
to repair her own dwindling supplies 
of food. 

Polish-languaged newspapers pub- 
lished in the United States reveal 
some of the story. 

“Ameryka-Echo” of Toledo, Ohio, 
tells how, on the anniversary of the 
day when German troops first crossed 
the Polish frontier, German authori- 
ties held celebrations throughout all 
German-held territories. Every Po- 
lish town had to name one of its 
main thoroughfares after Adolf Hit- 
ler. 

A new government decree makes 
every Polish landowner responsible | 
for preparing all of his land for! 
spring sowing. Any land lying fal-| 
low will be confiscated by the Ger- 
man authorities and rented to per- 
sons of their choosing. 

Hundreds of thousands

of Polish 
sent to 
work on German farms and in fac- 


man authorities have started the reg- 
istration of all Polish women from 15 
to 40 for forced labor. Educated wo- 
men are taken first and as intellec- 
tual work has been declared unsuit- 
able for Poles, these women are made 
to scrub floors, and gather garbage. 

Arthur Greiser, governor of Po- 
land,. recently declared in a_ radio 
speech, that Germans who have set- 
tled in Posen are “lords of creation” 
and must remain on their newly ac- 
“Every Ger- 
man” he said, ‘must build his own 
house, unlike the primitive Polish 
houses, but corresponding to German 
character and needs. German youth 
must move into such homes and in 
them found new generations... 
Polish soil is drenched with German 
blood and must remain German.” 

“Kurjer Polski’ published in Mil- 
waukee, reports that Polish prisoners 
of war in Germany are starving. | 
Only food parcels from home keep| 
them alive. But the parcels are not 
coming regularly and deficiency dis- 
eases are frequent. Scurvy has been 
observed in all camps.

FINE .CUT 
New Rail Signal Box 


Replaces Eight Formerly Used On 
English Railway Network 

The largest railway signalling in- 
Stallation of its kind in the world is 
now being completed to cover the six 
miles’ network of railway tracks at 
York Station (L.N.E.R.), England. 
Where, formerly, eight signal boxes 
were needed for this vital railway 
system, control will in future be 
directed from one central signal box. 
An ingenious method of relay in- 
terlocking produces a remarkable 
economy of working, as the point 
and signal control levers are no 
longer directly linked. At the touch 
of a switch or lever, not only are all 
the necessary points operated and the 
signals cleared over the complete 
route, but, at the same time, any con- 
flicting move is automatically pre- 
vented. 

The principal advantage of the sys- 
tem is that the switches or levers 
are small and can actually be mount- 
ed on the track diagram which tells 
the signalman et a glance exactly 
what is happening in the area under 
his control. He knows from lights 
on the chart before him whether sec- 
tions of the railway track are occu- 
pied or not, the

The control panel covers 800 routes, 
270 sets of points, 300 signals, 
route indicators, and 10 injunction in- 
dicators.

United States Prepared To Take 
51,720 Head Of Canadian Cattle 


Canada may export to the United 
States up to 51,720 head of cattle, 
weighing 700 pounds or more, other 
than dairy cows, during the last 
quarter of 1940, which started Oc- 
tober 1 the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture announced, 

Under the Canada-United States 
trade agreement, it was provided that 
193,950 head of such cattle may enter 
the United States from Canada at the 
reduced rate of 114 cents per pound, 


are imported in any one quarter of 
the calendar year. 

Imports of such cattle during the 
first three-quarters of this year were 
sufficiently under the established 
quota for any quarter to pernfft en- 
try at the reduced rate of the maxi- 
mum quantity during the fourth 
quarter, the department said, 

“In other words, we may export to 
the United States up to 51,720 heavy 
cattle at the reduced rate,” it added.

The young men in Canada’s army 
were brought up to a “softer’ life 
than their fathers, but they make 
just as good soldiers, Dr. J. P. S. 
Cathcart, chief neuropsychiatrist for 
the Department of Pensions and Na- 
tional Health, said. 

Dr. Cathcart reported he was 
backed up in this belief by medical 
officers who have served in both the 
first and second Great Wars, 

They found young Canadians 
adapting themselves “much better 
than one might think, considering the 
protected lives they had led.” 

“With good leadership, I think our 
soldiers have just as much courage 
as their fathers—and likely have the 
edge in resourcefulness,” Dr. Cath- 
cart said, 

He added that Canada now has a 
military tradition. Fathers or uncles 
of most of the men served-in the 
last war. When they were marching 
or drilling, the young soldiers knew 
that experienced eyes probably were 
watching from the sidewalk. 

Dr, Cathcart said this has a sub- 
conscious effect on the young men. 
They throw back their heads and 
step out more smartly.

Flat Cans 


Tin Cans 
Flattened Out To 
Save Space 

Samples of a flattened can which 
ingeniously solves a formidable pack- 
ing and transport problem are now 
on their way from Britain to Brazil 
in charge of the representative of an 
English firm 
makers of metal containers in the 
British Empire. Other representa- 
tives are shortly leaving for the West 
Coast South American states, for 
Ecuador, Peru, Chile and Colombia. 

The idea of the flattened can is 
simple. The cans are made to the 
normal cylindrical shape, with side 
seams properly soldered. They are 
then pressed flat so that, when pack- 
ed for transit, they take up only one 
fifth of the space occupied by made- 
up cans, The great saving in freight- 
age costs (a heavy charge in these 
|days) rapidly repays the small cost 
| to the overseas customer of the three 
, simple machines by which the flat- 
j tened cans, when they reach their 
destination, are re-assembled to their 
normal cylindrical shape. 

So completely has the idea been 
worked out that the lids and _ bot- 
toms of the cans, which are packed 
Separately, are supplied stamped and 
lined with sealing compound ready 
for use. 

Already, millions of these flattened 
cans, which can be -used for jams, 
; Vegetables, fruits, juices, butter and 
| margarine, dried milk and even paint, 
|have been sent to many export mar- 
kets,

Has Stood Worse Disasters 


London Has Recovered From Greater | 
Trials Than This One 


Think of the London of long ago, 
what it endured and survived in 
times when its area was but a frac- 
tion of what it is now and its popu- | 
lation was no more than a twentieth| 
of that of the Metropolitan Area of 
1940. 

Think of the London. plagues of 
the 17th century. 

In 1603 there was an epidemic of 
plagues in which 33,347 persons died 
in London, and in 1625 there was 
another in which 41,313 perished. 

Then, in 1664-65 came the Great 
Plague, and “out of a population of 
half a million, 100,000 fell victims to 
the epidemic.” 

Or think of the Great Fire of Lon- 
don of 1666 that destroyed the prop- 
erty of 400 streets, burned 13,200 
houses, 89 churches, hundreds of pub- 
lic buildings, and historic landmarks, 
and cost in the value of modern cur- 
rency upwards of £40,000,000. 

Think of that in a community of 
that size in those days, when prac- 
tically the entire London within the 
walls was razed to the ground! 

But London remained and grew 
and prospered, for, ‘despite these ter- 
rible tribulations, the people of Lon- 
don never lost their resilience, and 
within a few years they fortned once 
more a flourishing community.” 

Then, as now, the spirit of the true 
Londoners was proof against all 
horror, all loss, all misfortune. 

When the Great Fire swept away 
their homes and churches and public 
buildings and business establish- 
ments 

“The citizens, instead of complain- 
ing, discoursed almost of nothing 
but of a survey for rebuilding the 
city with bricks and larger streets." 

Think, again, of the devastation 
that overtook France and Belgium in 
the last war. 

Distressing as are figures of loss 
of life and damage in recent raids 
they are almost negligible compared 
with the population of London, and 
greatly below the losses !1 human life 
in the disasters of the much smaller 
London of the past. And the property 
damage so far is as nothing in com-| 
parison with the devastation in Lon- 
don fire disasters in centuries gone

London West End shelter were in- 
fants.

Iron For The Empire 


Canada Likely To Have Plenty For 
Export Soon 

The Thomas Times-Journal 
says: 

Canada, according to an Ottawa 
forecast of several months ago, may 
shortly be independent of foreign 
sources of iron ore for the first time 
in its history. The Dominion may, 
in fach, become an exporter of fine 
hematite.comparable in grade and in 
freedom from impurities with the 
famed Swedish ore, about which so 
much was heard during the Narvik 
campaign, says a writer in C-I-L 
Oval. 

About 132 miles west and slightly 
north of the twin cities of Fort Wil- 
liam and Port Arthur lies a_ rock- 
bound, high-shored little lake, Steep 
Rock Lake, and it is under these 
northern waters that scientists, after 
making many hundreds of diamond 
drill holes, have partially mapped out 
a hidden hoard of many millions of 
tons of premium iron ore. 

The plan of operation has been to 
sink a shaft on shore until it is ex- 
tended well below the bed of the 
lake. From the shaft a cross-cut 
has been driven towards the unseen 
ore body. Subject to the difficulties 
which man must always face when 
he undertakes to fight nature on 
ground of her choosing, the mine 
workings are now on the verge of 
reaching the iron deposits, and with 
the aid of modern explosives the first 
iron will soon be blasted out and 
hoisted to the surface, possibly at 
the rate of 2,000 tons a day in the 
early stages. ms

Soil Mining 

At the Annual Conference of the 
Manitoba Agronomists an interesting 
and challenging paper was presented 
by M. J. Tinline and H. J, Siemens. 
Its title is “Changes and Readjust- 
ments in Manitoba Cropping Prac- 
tices,” but it has equal significance 
for residents of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The following is an abstract 
of the authors’ introductory state- 
ments: 

In \‘ew of the present wheat prob- 
lem, this is an opportune time to 
encourage seeding down grasses and 
legumes. 

Manitoba farmers have been grain 
mining their soil too long. Older 
countries have had to maintain a 
high percentage of their land in 
grasses and legumes in order to pro- 
tect their soils. Manitoba farmers 
must follow this same policy or their 
soils will be ruined. Serious drifting 
over much of the province, sheet 
erosion and gullying of the undula- 
ting lands are only foretastes of more 
severe erosion yet to come. .

EMPIRE FIGHTERS ON 
BATTLE FRONT

Canadian soldiers whom I interview- 
ed when they landed in Britain had 


one thing to say: “We crave ac- 
tion!” 
That goes for the fighting men 


of every man of every; country of the 
Commonwealth, They joined to fight; 
they have trained to fight; they are 
burning to fight, And every, day now 
more and mere warriors from all 
over the world are getting the action 
they crave. " 
With the British army) in the west- 
erm desert campaign, Australians, 
new Zealanders and Indians face 
the kind of war for which above all 
their rugged, individualist character 


fits them. In the Sudan, Indian 
soldiers have already shown their 
fire, their steadfastness, and their 


initiative. 

In East Africa, troops from the 
Union, from Rhodesia, from West 
Africa, and from East Africa itself, 
harry the Italians with the skill and 
dash of born skirmishers, 

In the air, except for the fine work 
done by the individuals and squad- 
rons attached \to the R.A.F, in Brit- 
ain, South Africans were the first 
Dominion air force to get into action 
and they have been in it consistently 
and with effect, But now, the Royal 
Royal Australian Air Fore? has joined 
the air blit’ over the Western Desert. 
R.A.A.F, fliers shot down six Italian 
planes in one day, as soon as the 
British attack began in early Decem- 
ber. 

In the middle East Command of 
the Royal Air Force are men from 
many parts of the Empiire, including 
Palestinians, both Jews and Arabs. 

At sea, the intensified raiding ot 
commerce iby German submarines, 
surface craft and airplanes has 
brought increased opportunities for 
ection to the great number of men 
of the Dominion navies on service in 
co-operation with’ the Royal Navy, 
and to men from Newfoundland, 
Malta, Cyprus, the West Indies and 
other Commonwealth countries who 
are on the strength of the R.N. it- 
self, 

Every day on perilous patrol and’ 
in hot action, these sons of the 
Seven Seas are proving worthy of the 
higihest traditions of British sea- 
power. 

Canadian ships in the grey North 
Atlantic, Australian ships every- 
where from the Scuth Sea slands to 
he Indian Ocean, and from the 
Timor Sea almost to the Antartic; In- 
dian ships around the coasts of the 
vast peninsula and in the Red Sea; 
Malayen and African and West In- 
dian patrol craft on their own 
“beats” of the world-wide police 
district of th seas ... all these di- 
verse fleets with their diverse crews 
are ceaselessly on vigil and on guard. 

By sea, land and air the Common- 
wealth’s fighting forces sare swing- 
ing into action, and behind them the, 
mighty war potential of these united } 
nations stands mobilised 


strains of rust-resistant varieties. 
This is what Dr. Goulden says: 

“It is important for farmers to 
distinguish clearly between certified 
and registered stocks. When a new 
variety is distributed it may be cer- 
tified under the Plant Products Divi- 
sion of the Dominion Government, 
which establishes the correct identi- 
ty of the variety, but such varieties 
may not be registered until they have 
become well established, 

“When varieties are registered they 
have been approved by the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association, and 
foundation stocks have been produced 
by plant ‘bteeders and distributed to 
seed growers. As a general rule 
fundation stocks of new varieties are 
produced by a process of selection 
and testing covering a period of about 
three years, after which time thy 
aie increased for distribution to seed 
growers, and are-then multiplied by 
seed growers and distributed to 
farmers as' registered seed, 

‘The two varieties Renown and R2- 
gent are examples of varieties whic.. 
have gone through this procedure, 
and in which definite improvement 
has resulted. There is an improvement 
in yield, earliness, straw strength, 
disease resistance and quality.” 


Motor car owners of Alberta con- 
tributed the huge sum of approxi- 
mately $49,600,000 by way of specia. 
taxation between January ist, 192 
and March 31st, 1989. Adding t 
that sum prospective receipts from 
gas taxes and motor licenses for tli. 
current year, it is believed that th 
total is sufficient to cover the en 
tire expenditure by the — pifovinciai 
government over the years men 
tioned. This expenditure includes 
construction of highways, ferrie- 
and bridges, together with the ex- 
Fenses of departmental administra- 
tion and maintenanee, also interest 
on the money expended at five per 
cent per annum. The motor car 
owners of Alberta have thus built 
the highway systems out of their own 
pockets during the years 1922 tv 
1940, inclusive. Mr. A. W. McGure, 
president of the Calgary ibranch of 
the Alberta Motor Assocation, gave 
this information to the public in the 
course of an interview in which he 
voiced the opinion that al] money re- 
ceived from gasoline taxes and motor 
licenses should be earmarked for the 
exclusive purpose of highway build- 
ing and maintaining.
